On Feb., 20 a Maine memorial
mesting I1s to be held at Carnegle
hall, New York, with Joseph Chonte
as the presiding officer, and Admiral
Bigsbec as one of the speakers. Ad-
miral Sigebee s now the president
of the Malne Monument ass)yclation
and the matter of erecting a suitable
memorial s to be actively pushed.
The plans for a national subscription
have been perfected and headquars
ters for the recelpt of contributions
by mall and otherwise have been
established in the Evans bullding In
this city.

Ballinger<Finchot Congressioaal Com
mittes Resumes Ingniry.

Washington, Feb, 15 Louta |
Glavis, the principal accuger of Bec
retary Ballinger, underwent his first
ordeal by cross examination when
the Ballinger-Pinchot Inquiry was re-
sumed by the joint congresslonnl
committos,

The cross examination was unﬂnr-
taken by John J. Vertrees of Nash-
ville, Tenn.. attorne? for Becretary
Ballinger, Mr. Vertrees drew from
the witness the fact that he made ne
charges of corruption against any ons
in the land ofMice or In the depart-
ment of the interlor. Glavis declarel)
that if he had found evidence of cor-
ruption he would have taken the
matter to a grand jury Instead of to
the president

Through a process of ellmination,
Mr, Vertrees had the witness exoner-
nte all of the other officials or agents
of the land office and the department
of the iInterior

(avis sald he thought the facts
warranted the opinion that Mr. Bal-
linger and Mr. Dennett acted Im-
properly and he charged them with
official misconduct,

Glavis ropeated the statemenrt he
had made on direct examination that
he was convinced that the interlor
department was not In safe hande
and that the people's Interests were
not In safe hands,

ALLEGES LAND FRAUD

Colorado i'nnz’rvnuman Demands ITn-
vestigation of Philippine Deal,

Washington, Feb. 156, —Representa-
tive Martin (Dem.) of Colorado in-
trodueed a resolution declaring the
recent sale of L56,000 acres of friar
lands In the Philippines which he
nlleges to have been made to “a rep-
resentative of the Havemeyer sugar
Interests,” to be a violation of the
law, denouncing the department of
Justice for upholding It, and demand-
Ing an Investigation.

The decislon of the depa-tment of
justice upholding the sale, will per-
mit of the “uninwful monopolization
of all friar lands, amounting 1o more
than 400,000 acres of the richest and
most desirable lands in the Philip-
pines,” Mr. Martin says, “thereby re-
ducing the Fillpinos to a state of
peonage for the sole benefit of the
sugar trust.'
